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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains the outstanding grounds of 
rejection for reasons set forth in the final rejection mailed 05 January 2010, including the response to arguments therein. It is emphasized 
that Schluzas satisfies the claims for reasons of record and Applicant did not separately argue the merits of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) over Olerud et al., except to argue that it does not remedy alleged deficiencies of Schluzas. In response to Applicant's argument 
(e.g., at page 3, lines 18-19 and 25-26) that "the hosing [sic] component is defined structurally" because the claims define "a first bore hole" 
and "a second bore hole," etc., it is noted that Schluzas discloses the claimed structure. The claims also go on to say what each hole is 
"for" (e.g., "for" receiving a second vertical region of the spine other than the first vertical region). Examiner maintains that this is, indeed, 
an intended use that the device of Schluzas is at least capable of satisfying, for reasons of record. Therefore, Applicant's previous 
amendment, which attempts to define the invention in terms of an intended use of features with respect to a spine of a patient, fails to 
patentably distinguish the claims over the prior art. Accordingly, the outstanding grounds of rejection are maintained. 
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
